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WAR -AND PEACE 


NCE again we find American thought closely aligned 
with our own and yet separated. by conditions 
which must vary as between great peoples divided by the 
wide ocean. If we imagine that the many minor and a 
few major futilities which have dogged the career of 
he average architect in war time are peculiar to British 
experience, we need only refer to a recent leading article 
in the American “ Architectural Record” (extracts of 
which appear elsewhere in this issue), to see that the 
sense of frustration which the average architect in this 
ountry has felt throughout the war period, and which he 
ears may continue to envelop him in the reconstruction 
neriod, has been shared as keenly by his colleagues 
across the Atlantic. ; 

The editor, who wrote the article, lays the blame upon 
wo sets of shoulders—those of the Government, who 
ailed to use the peculiarly adaptive qualities of the 
brchitects, and those of the architects themselves, who 
ailed to make good their claim to recognition.. Exactly 
he same kind of charge has been made against both 
parties in this country, and, if we could only see across 
he smoke-screen frontiers of war, it may well be that 
he complaint is a universal one. There is, however, 
bne important common factor which binds the American 
ttitude with our own in a way that cannot be shared 
in enemy or even in occupied countries... That is, that 
we are to an extent greater than we dare hope a few years 
go the masters of our fate, uncertain only as to the 
late of victory, but in no doubt as to the certainty of 
he victory itself. 

Our American colleague treats the war-time and 
nmediate post-war periods as one emergency, and looks 
o the infusion of qualities lacking in the first part to 
estore order into the second. He calls for architecture 
o be put on a business basis, and even, with a frankness 
hich would shock the old-style hierarchy, refers to the 
rofession “ selling its services,’ showing a modern 
tate of mind which coincides with a point of view 
yidely enough shared here at home to require close 
kamination. 

We doubt very much whether the architect is going 
p help either himself or architecture if he adopts this 
oint of view too rigidly. We are not at all sure that 

e war task and the peace task share the same emer- 
ency or demand the same type of approach. It is true

The sense 

urgency is a different one from that which spurs the 

ar effort. It calls for something more than being just 

he jump ahead of the enemy. It calls rather for a 

nse of restraint against the instinct of an over-worked 

an to do anything, right or wrong, rather than nothing. 


The call for building in war time is a different call from 
that we shall hear in peace, however urgently it may 
sound. It seems to us that there must be an equally 
marked change in the manner of approach the architect 
will adopt when he meets this different and more stimu- 
lating problem. If it were not so, we should be very 
deeply concerned about the future of architecture as the 
direct result of war-time experience, which would seem 
to mark ‘a losing battle for recognition. As it is, we 
fortify ourselves with the conviction that whereas the 
power of organising, constructional adaptability, business 
and administrative qualities are each and all integral 
parts of the make-up of the complete architect, they 
are not ends in themselves but only means to an end 
—means which enable men of vision to realise their 
dreams in solid fact. . 

We do, however, feel some misgivings about the 
general attitude adopted towards‘these things, and in 
particular fear that speed, commercial precision and 
minute organisation may assume the dominant instead 
of the subservient parts in the post-war effort ; and the 
architects themselves may become so engulfed in the 
system that architecture will be of secondary importance. 
We are well aware that these business-like qualities 
will have to be exercised to the full if we are to keep 
up with the task, and equally alive to the fact that they 
are not the monopoly of the architect. The question 
how we can exert them to the full without hurt to the 
finer qualities of building is one which calls urgently 
for an answer. We cannot wait long for the spirit 
to move, but we must not lose the spirit: through 
impatience. 

It has been suggested that the housing problem, for 
example, is a dual one, needing an immediate and 
urgent solution, which need not prejudice the long- 
term plan. This implies that we should be wise to meet 
urgency with immediate but temporary action, while 
proceeding steadily, but without h haste, upon 
the paramount long-term programme. The idea, which 
is widely shared, has much to commend it provided we 
make it certain that the temporary housing scheme does 
not develop in the course of years into permanent semi- 
dilapidation, as was the case in many places after the 
last war. At any rate, it does suggest a way of recon- 
ciling urgency in the field of building with the hard 
fact that fine architectural development and precipitant 
haste are incompatible and have never rested upon 
common ground. 

We do not suggest that this is indeed the solution 
to our post-war difficulties nor that there are no other 
points of view. But we do make the point that this 
line of thought is in the mind of a number of thoughtful 
men who are the most aware of the difficulties and risks 
that lie ahead, and we feel that it should receive the 
careful thought of those who are likely to direct the 
courses we are to follow. These men do not fear that 
we shall be found less lacking in energy and initiative 
in the peace than we were in the war, but that in the 
press of urgent action many of thé most permanent 
and valuable qualities of human activity may become 
lost for a generation if not for all time. These are 
real misgivings of which we must not lose sight.

Public Works in Post-war U.S.A. 

Tuat America is considering closely the 
need to be ready with large-scale planning 
is shown by the third annual report of the 
Federal Works Agency, which states that 
the many public works projects tempor- 
arily deferred or rejected because they 
were not directly related to the war effort 
present a challenge to far-sighted persons 
who would preparé for the needs that 
will appear after the war. In response to 
this- challenge the Public Work Reserve 
was formed in 1941 under joint sponsor- 
ship of the National Resources Planning 
Board and Federal Works Agency oe the 

urpose of planning a post-war construc- 
tion, sepabeniine. The Reserve and its 
successor, Local Public Works Program- 
ming Office, have assisted cities, counties 
and other local units of government in 
making inventories, of their needed public 
works deferred by the war. Representa- 
tives of the Reserve, in co-operation with 
local government officials, have made 
analyses of local fiscal situations and 
helped the various localities to arrive at a 
clear, picture of their needs and resources. 
Within one year assistance was given in 
completing six-year programmes for 238 
cities embracing about five billion dollars 
worth of projected construction. However, 
no specific congressional authorisation has 
been made for this kind of post-war plan- 
ning. The need’ for immediate action in 
re-employing millions of the nation’s 
workers after the war suggests the advisa- 
bility of providing the necessary means 
for completing the local programmes and 
even extending the plans to a nation-wide 


basis. 
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The late Sydney A. Kelly. 


Mr. Sypngy A. Kexty, whose death has 
taken place at the age of 62, was one of 
the earliest students of the Liverpool 
University School of Town Planning, and 
was the first to obtain the certificate of 
Civic Design in 1910.

As agent to the Naylor 
Estate Trustees, large landowners in the 
Ellesmere Port. district, he assisted Elles- 
me Port’s case for extension of boun- 

aries.

for years it was “‘ fathered,” like many 
other buildings, on to Inigo Jones, 
till John Webb appeared as probable 
superintending architect, and now Mr. 
Harry Sirr, Ret. F.R.I.B.A., revives 
the idea of Inigo Jones as designer 
(The Times, August 19). 

The best general account of the 
house, before the recent alterations, is 
given by Mr. Sirr in the RJ.B.A. 
Journal, 1909-10, pp. 193 ff.; this con- 
tains good plans, elevations and sec- 
tions, and the ground plan is reduced 
in Godfrey’s “ History of Architecture 
in London,” p. 239. The Royal Com- 
mission’s ‘“‘ Westminster Abbey ”’ in- 
ventory describes the remains of both 
main periods, and its dated plan 
clearly shows the extent of the ancient 
walls; a comparison of the two shows 
the extent: of the alterations. 

The only medixzval work visible 
externally, the writer believes, is the 
stone west wall, with later gable, ot 
which one gets an intriguing glimpse 
from what is left of the kitchen yard, 
approached ‘from Dean’s Yard, farther 
north; apart from this, judging from 
Sirr’s upper-floor plan, there seems 
little ancient work at this level. The 
extent of the original building is shown 
in Sirr’s restored plan, p. 205. The 
later work externally’ has been to a 
great extent robbed of its character by

the insertion of narrow-barred sashes 
of Georgian type, but several original 


one-mullion-one-transom windows 
(shown in the photograph reproduced 
below) fortunately survive to hint at 
its original aspect. An added storey 
has also altered the proportions. 

The greatest changes, as shown by 
the eighteenth- and nineteenth-century 
views reproduced by Mr. Sirr, are those 
made east of the forecourt and adjoin- 
ing the entrance to the Dark Cloister; 
this once much more literally earned 
its name. New classrooms have been 
built on the upper floors, and the small 
doorway to the long lateral corridor 
(past the tuck-shop!) through which 
one used to approach the garden, has 
been completely superseded by an 
apartment with. central doorway. 
There was once a detached porch 
giving access to the forecourt. 

Internally it has lost little of its 
loveliness, and gained in interest by 
the opening up of several ancient 
features; among these are severai two- 
light windows, and a semi-circular 
recess in the north wall, just opposite 
the end of the internal partition wall 
separating the prior’s kitchen in the 
west end. This perhaps embraced 4 
stair. The plaster ceilings in the upper 
storey are perhaps unexcelled speci- 
mens of the broad, deeply ribbed circle- 
or-oval-~in-rectangle type of the period, 
contrasting so markedly with the strap- 
work ceilings of the early part of the 
century and the filigree work of a 
century later. The spacious well stair-

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case, the loveliest feature, is perhaps 
best shown in Godfrey (op. cit., p. 247), 
with its slender and majestic Ionic 
column on the topmost newel-post; over 
is an oval colonnaded lantern (shown 
in the view) ceiled, as elsewhere, with 
superb effect. The rich wood balus- 
trades and pilastered wall panelling 
alone are a delight to the eye. 

The greatest’ depredation, naturally, 
is in what must once have been a 
charming and restful back garden, 
shown on Sirr’s plan with a flight of 
steps up to (or down to) the refec- 
tory area, its near edge marking the 
site or remains of its south wall. Since 
the beginning of the century, an in- 
congruous red-brick single-storeyed 
structure (a ecarpenter’s shed, per- 
haps) has been inconsiderately built 
at right angles to the axis of the refec- 
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tory, and what is left of the garden is 
chiefly useful to visitors as affording a 
view of the Norman dado-arcade on 
what was the inside of that apartment’s 
north wall (i.e., the south cloister 
wall) and of the curious structure, once 
thought to be the sub-prior’s room, 
over the northern third of the Dark 
Cloister. 

One can only hope that our overseas 
friends, as they pass pleasant hours in 
the ancient building, will ‘be able to 
meditate with profit on its former occu- 
pants—the saintly but sagacious prior 
of the Benedictine Abbey, the noble- 
man who gave his name to the build- 
ing, the clergymen and masters who 
have successively dwelt in it, and the 
boys who have studied in the Stuart 
drawing-room, till recently their 
reading-room. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE ARCHITECTURAL 


PROFESSION 
AMERICAN WAR-TIME EXPERIENCE 


The failure of Government to make the best use of the services of the archi- 
tectural profession during war time does not appear to be confined to this 
country. British experience seems to have been largely repeated in the 
United States, judging from a recent editorial article in the “Architectural 


Record,’’ from which we take the following extracts. 


Editorial comment is 


made in our leading article on page 185. 


AFTER a period of the most violent 
readjustment, of drastic changes in 
occupation, in type of work, in loca- 
tion, in all business relationships, 
most architects and engineers of the 
country are now “converted” per- 
force to war work. They have found, 
as best they could, the places where 
they can be of greatest service for the 
immediate future. 

Wherever they are, they are making 
good—their adaptability to new tasks 
is proved; their ingenuity, combined 
with common-sense, is now more 
widely recognised than ever. Every 
branch of the armed services has its 
quota of the profession—some in 
specialised services, some in combat 
divisions, some in civilian capacities. 
Many others are in various Govern- 
ment services where design, admini- 
stration and construction ability are 
needed, or they are serving war-pro- 
duction industries directly. Others 
are engaged in post-war planning. 
Further readjustments are indicated 
in 1943 as the war construction pro- 
gramme changes. Every architect we 
know of has done his utmost to find 
the place where his abilities could 
count for most in the war effort. 

In spite of this effort three signifi- 
cant mistakes mark the 1942 conver- 
sion efforts. First was the failure of 
Government agencies and _ depart- 
ments, with but few notable excep- 
tions, to take advantage of the archi- 
tects’ abilities immediately, and to the 
full, in their building programmes. 
Buildings better ne ‘to their pur- 
poses, better planned, using less 
critical material, costing less and 
built faster, would have been possible 
if the best architectural talent had 
been called in at the inception of the 
building programmes, and had their 


advice been followed. Antiquated 
types of building and outmoded stand- 
ards could have been changed to 
measure up to immediate needs. The 
rigidity of routine minds, ignorance of 
the abilities and functions of com- 
petent architects, pride and prejudice, 
self-protection and justification of en- 
trenched bureaucracies were in part 
responsible for this mistake. Men were 
picked on the basis of some or any 
*‘ engineering ” degree rather than on 
the basis of proved ability in the con- 
struction field. 

The second error was on the part of 
the profession itself in not recognising 
the situation, in being taken by sur- 
prise by the attitude of those in charge 
of war building. And the third mis- 
take was in not taking any effective 
action as an organised group to cor- 
rect the situation.” True, individual 
firms did get Government work for 
themselves, but on the whole the pro- 
fession was not effective in selling its 
services to aid the war effort in its 
professional capacities. 

Now what have we learned from this 
experience that we can profit by in 
1943 and the years that follow, especi- 
ally looking toward post-war recon- 
struction ? 

First—we need to correct the mis- 
conception of both Government and 
the general public regarding the abili- 
ties and functions of the profession. 
This is possible in two ways—one, by 
offering more completely integrated 
and efficient services on a more 
rational business basis; and two, by 
more effectively selling such service 
through group publicity and indivi- 
dual firm activity. An extension 
rather than a contraction of archi- 
tectural functions, is necessary. And

Repair of Bombed Flats: An Injustice to 
the Private Architect. 

To-tHE Eprror or The Builder. 

Sm,—The following is an instance of 
the strange and unfair way in which the 
Ministry of Works administers war-time 
regulations :— 

Clients of mine are the owners of a 
block of large and expensive luxury flats 
in the West End which have been badl 
damaged by enemy action. They wrala 
not think of applying for a licence to re- 
instate during the war, nor is there the 
least likelihood of such a licence being 
granted if applied for, owing to the ex- 
treme shortage of building labour and 
materials. . 

To their surprise they have received 
notification from the Local Authority that 
the latter is prepared under the Housing 
Emergency Powers Act to repair to a war- 
time standard four of the worst ed 
flats at a total expenditure of £1,500, 
1.€., to Spend nearly £400 per flat, but, as 
the Local Authority does not possess the 
machinery to carry out or supervise the 
work itself, it is passing the work to one 
of a local panel of architects to carry out, 
who will themselves prepare the specifica- 
tion, invite tenders, rom supervise. 

I should like to know under what 
criteria the Local Authority has the right 
of authorising the use of building labour 
and materials in such short supply, when 
the Ministry themselves refuse the private 
individual such permission, and, further, 
why the client’s own architect is not 
allowed to carry out the work; it seems 
grossly unfair. ARCHITECT. 


s Concrete. 
To tHE Eprtor or The Builder. 

Sir,—I haye followed the correspon- 
dence on concrete constants and costs 
very carefully and with a keen interest. 
It is a subject upon which authoritative 
analysis is necessary, and experience and 
observation at this stage can be helpful. 

Mr. R. V. Boughton’s information about 
the variation in the relation of dry, moist 
and wet sand to the whole mix is a point 
usually overlooked, It does not seem im- 
portant in itself, but it can throw the 
relation of the constants to each other 
completely out of balance, and cause the 
estimator some anxiety unless it is appre- 
ciated. The weather, too, is an important 
factor in building costs. 

To the estimator who also has the 
responsibility of implementing his analy- 
ses of costs, and has the additional 
responsibility of buying materials and 
organising the job to pay the margin 
aimed at, it can be a source of loss not 
easily discovered. It means that the cost 
of concrete when sand is normally moist 
can be more than when sand is saturated, 
as it often is. Into all the calculations 
local variations in quality of aggregate 
enter. 

Two things arise in my mind which 
call for further consideration : (1) Is the 
shrinkage of coarse aggregate in screened 
and well-graded material anything like 
11 per cent,? (2) In using face aggregate 
unscreened, would not the puttin im be 
considerably higher than under conditions 
set out in No. 1? 

The further letter of ‘Kentish 
Builder”’ calls for’ some comment. If 
Mr. Boughton is concerned about the 
small variation in cost of concrete with 
sand under differing conditions of wet- 
ness, ‘‘ Kentish Builder’? ought to look 
again at his rough-and-ready figures. 


By mixing 1 cu. yd of coarse aggregate, 


5 cu. yd. of fine. aggregate and } cu. yd. 
of cement he is factually achieving a mix 
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of 1:2:4, which means that his cement 
—- is 1 to 6 as against 1 a and 
whilst it may be ve for con- 
eae iii Garver bad Ser the firm and 
be disastrous if done on a large enough 
scale. A tabular comparison with Mr 
Boughton’s figures reveals the extent of 
the difference. 

R.V.B. 24 cu. ft. coarse aggregate, 12 
cu. ft. sand, 4 cu. ft. cement, being 
6:3:1 as specified, against K.B. 24 cu. 
ft. coarse aggregate, 12 cu. ft. sand, and 
5.55 cu. ft. cement. 

This shows an increase in cement of 
1.55 cu. ft. per cubic yard, which, at 3s. 
per cu. ft., affects the final cost by some- 
thing like 3s. x 1.55 = 4s. 74d.; add 4 
for shrinkage (7d.), plus 10 per cent. over- 
heads, etc., total 5s. 9d. per yard cube. 
No doubt your correspondents will agree 
that this is far too large a margin of 
error.

*,* The points raised by our correspon- 
dent are of considerable interest, and are, 
as he says, often overlooked. What mat- 
ters to the contractor is the quantity of 
materials in a cubic yard of finished 
concrete. 

If the aggregate contains both coarse 
and fine material (‘‘all-in’’ aggregate), 
then the proportions are expressed as one 
part of cement to a number of parts of 
aggregate. One part of cement to six 
parts of combined or ‘“‘all-in’’ aggregate 
are known as 1 :6 mix, and so on. When 
the coarse and fine aggregates are separ- 
ate, the proportions are expressed as one 
part of cement to a number of parts of 
fine aggregate and a number of parts of 
coarse aggregate; thus a 1 :2 :4 mix con- 
tains one part of cement, two parts of 
fine aggregate, and four parts of coarse 
aggregate. ; 

When aggregates are separated into fine 
and coarse, and then mixed together in 
the proportions that will give greatest 
density, the combined bulk will be little, 
if any, greater than the bulk of the coarse 
aggregate alone, because the fine aggre- 
gate will fit in the spaces between the 
pieces of coarse aggregate. Thus a mix- 
ture comprising one part of cement to 
six parts of “‘all-in’’ mixed aggregate (a 
1:6 mix) will contain less cement than a 
mixture comprising one part of cement, 
two parts of fine aggregate, and four parts 
of coarse aggregate (a 1:2.:4 mix); in 
the case of the 1:2:4 mix, most of the 
fine material will fit into. the spaces be- 
tween the coarse aggregate, so that the 
mix will, in fact, be one part of cement 
to four to five parts of combined or “ all- 
in’’ aggregate. Whether or not the 
volume of the coarse aggregate is in- 
creased by the addition of the fine aggre- 
gate depends upon the grading of the 
coarse aggregate. If the coarse material 
is badly graded the whole of the fine 
material can be mixed into it without 
increasing its bulk, but if 50 per cent. of 
fine material is added to a well-graded 
coarse aggregate, the totak volume will be 
a little more than that of the coarse 
material alone. 

When it is desired to know the quanti- 
ties of materials required to produce a 
given volume of concrete, the only way 
in which the cost of different mixes can 
be compared is in terms of the proportion 
of cement, in the finished concrete. Con- 
sider a specification calling. for concrete 
in the proportions of one part of. cement 
to six parts of aggregate (a 1:6 mix). 
If a properly graded “‘ all-in’ aggregate 
is used there will be one part: of cement 
to six parts of aggregate. But if the fine 
and coarse aggregates are delivered separ- 
ately, and two parts of fine aggregate and 
four parts of coarse aggregate are’ mixed 


together, the resulting 1:24 mix would 
be unn ily expensive because it 
would in reality be something between a 
1:4 and a 1:5 mix. To conform to the 
specification the fine and coarse aggre- 
gates should first be mixed in the propor- 
tions that give greatest density and six 
parts of the combined material used with 
one part of cement. A1:3:6 mix using 
separate fine and coarse materials will 
produce an ‘‘all-in’”? mix between 1 : 6 
and 1:7 (not 1: 9). 

The amount of mixing water used also 
affects the quantities of materials required 
to produce a given volume of concrete, 
because the spaces occupied by the water 
will be voids when the concrete has dried 
out; consequently the wetter the mixture 
the less the cement and aggregate required 
to make a cubic yard of concrete. 

The quantity of sand in a given volume 
varies according to the amount of water 
it contains. The increase in bulk due to 
moisture differs with different sands; the 
finer the sand the greater the increase in 
bulk when it is moist. In some recent 
experiments, 20lb. of fine ‘‘ builder’s ’” 
sand that had been thoroughly dried were 
put into a box, and it was found that, 
after turning it out and mixing into it 
enough water to make it damp, the box 
held only 15lb. of the damp material, 
which included about 11b. of water. The 
actual quantity of sand was therefore 
only 141b., showing that a given volume 
of this particular sand in a damp state 
contained only about two-thirds as much 
actual sand as it did when the sand was 
dry. It is interesting to know that a 
given weight of dry sand occupies prac- 
tically the same volume as it does when 
it is ina fully saturated condition, and 
that the increase in bulk (that is, the 
reduction of the quantity of actual sand 
in a given volume) is greatest when the 
sand is just damp. ' 

A good average figure of bulking due to 
moisture in damp, coarse sand used in con- 
crete’is 20 per cent. From this it follows 
that if two parts of damp sand are found 
to be necessary to fill the voids in four 
parts of a coarse aggregate, the mix should 
be about 24 parts of sand to four parts of 
coarse aggregate. If must be remembered 
that, in a 1:2:4 mix containing damp 
sand, when the concrete is mixed and the 
sand is saturated there will be only about 
13 parts of sand to four parts of coarse 
aggregate, and that when the concrete 
(and the sand) has dried out there will 
still be only 13 parts of sand to four parts 
of coarse aggregate. This, in addition to 
making a weaker concrete, would add to 
the cost of the finished work, because if 
the mix were specified as one part cement, 
two parts sand, and four parts coarse 
the actual mix would be

The effect of moisture content on bulk 
is negligible in the case of coarse aggre- 
gates, and can be ignored.—Ep.

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PREFABRICATED 
HOUSING 


OPENING OF EXHIBITION BY MR. 
ARTHUR GREENWOOD. 


From August 26 to September 2. there 
was on view at Conway Hall, London, 
W:C.1,. an exhibition of the Tarran 
method of prefabricated housing. The 
system was illustrated in our last issue. 
On the first day a meeting took place at 
which the exhibition was formally opened 
‘by Mr. Arthur Greenwood. Professor 
Patrick Abercrombie occupied the chair. 

Mr. ARTHUR GREENWOOD said when we 
tackled the problems of peace we had to 
show the same forethought and ingenuity, 
and, above all, the same vision as had 
been shown in the prosecution of the war. 
Housing was not merely a British prob- 
lem, but was very largely a world-wide 
vone. On the ravaged continent of Europe 
there would be far greater and more 
urgent need: of houses than there would 
be even in this country. He held-a view 
for which he had been sternly criticised 
in the highest quarters that . pounds, 
shillings and pence had become meaning- 
less symbols, and if anyone could tell him 
how much £14,000, or £15,000,000 
meant he would be glad to meet, that 
gentleman. We. were faced with the 
problem at the end of the war of the de- 
velopment of .almost_ illimitable * world 
resources which had not yet been tapped. 
It was not a question of money, it was a 
question of man’s willingness and power 
to work, of man’s quality to design the 
plans whereby people could work and of 
harnessing that human power to the 
world’s resources. We had come to see 
that at the end of the war it would not 
be possible to put Humpty-Dumpty to- 
gether again. The old world was now in 
ruins, and anybody who took the opposiie 
‘view should be castigated as one who 
wished to remake the world with the old 
‘scarcities, the old problems and the old 
evils. He did not know how many new 
houses were wanted in this country now, 
‘but when he had introduced his Housing 
Bill in 1930 he had thought we wanted 
-aver four million. Three-fifths of the 
people of this country were living in 
‘houses built three-quarters of a century 
‘or more ago. When he thought of the 
people by the riverside who had been 
denied everything that life ought to give 
them, and who had behaved with such 
magnificent courage during the air raids, 
he thought that state of things ought to 
go, and would have welcomed Hitler’s air 
raids but for the loss of life. 

A revolution in methods of building 
‘construction had taken place in recent 
years, and had been developed and inten- 
sified during the war. Just because in 
the Middle Ages building was done this 
way or that was no reason why we should 
now follow the medieval technique ‘in 
detail. It was right that science and re- 
‘search should pay their contribution to 
the building industry. He agreed -with 
Professor Abercrombie that we did not 
‘want ugly buildings qualifying beautiful 
situations. To do anything to despoil the 
country of its beauty would be a crime 
against future generations ; but there was 
no reason why we should not, with a full 
appreciation of the importance of retain- 
ing the beauties of our countryside, build 
houses under the most modern conditions 
with the most modern methods irrespec- 
tive of what might have been done in the 
past. Years ago, before people appreciated 
that fundamental changes were taking 
place in building methods and materials, 
Mr.. Tarran had embarked on a great ex- 
periment,and in this exhibition we saw 
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the result. There had been research and 
forethought to give the minimum trouble 
to, the, housewife. Mr. George Hicks was 
among those present, and the department 
which. which Mr, .Hicks was connected 
had thought about building problems: in 
a big way, and, for the first time, we had 
now got a ten- or twelve-years’ plan for 
reinforcing the personnel of the industry, 
the provision of necessary raw materials, 
and so on, so that we could go forward 
in the expectation of building houses 
worthy of a great people. The develop- 
ment of the building industry. would give 
the greatest conceivable stimulus to 
general economic development in_ this 
country. 

Need for Governmental Lead. 

He did not want to be political, but it 
was about time the Government made up 
its mind on the Barlow, Scott and Uth- 
watt Reports, because unless the Govern- 
ment faced the intricate and highly con- 
troversial problems involved, the schemes 
of Mr. Tarran, and others who followed 
his lead, would. be held up perhaps for 
many years; and that would be a tragedy. 
When in office he had had something to 
do with the origin and development of a 
plan for the immediate succour and the 
restoration of European peoples; but he 
had never conceived of that problem as 
being one merely of food or seed corn; 
he had thought that one of the most im- 
perative needs of the millions of freed 
people, after food and clothing, would be 
for shelter. If the British building in- 
dustry showed imagination and _ courage, 
and was prepared to break with outworn 
traditions, it could make a great contribu- 
tion towards sheltering those millions of 
people. As a demonstration of what was 
possible in the way of rapid building and 
in new methods of phttnctioan this ex- 
hibition merited earnest and sympathetic 
consideration. The country was indebted 
to the vision and courage of Mr. Tarran. 
There was no attempt at exploitation. 
Here were methods and materials open to 
all to use.. The view was held in some 
quarters that we should not do any think- 
ing about the future until the war was 
finished; but that way lay suicide. We 
should be up and doing now.. The war 
was not over yet, but we could with a 
certain amount of courage and confidence 
begin to plan for the future. 

Proressor ABERCROMBIE said we heard 
about the slums being eradicated, but 
they were still with us, and there was 
almost as much blighted as “blitzed ”’ 
area to be rebuilt. The Ministry of Works 
was .examining every form of building, 
and would help in the erection of as many 
houses as possible in the best possible way. 

Mr. TaRRAN said he could: see touches 
of his present system in work he had done 
twenty-three years ago. That had been 
an experiment with which nobody would 
have anything to do, and he had been told 
the houses would. be down in five years. 
But they were still standing: and siill 
housing people. If you told Ford, Morris 
or Austin that they might prepare the 
parts in the factory, but must assemble 
the car in the green-fields, what a task 
that would be. But that was how it was 
with building. As, much as _ possible 
should be done in the factory. Building 
was a hundred years behind the times. 
He was not saying that brick was not the 
finest material, but it was still 100 per 
cent. hand labour, the same as it was a 
thousand years ago.

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TOWNJAND, COUNTRY 
PLANNING (INTERIM 
DEVELOPMENT) ACT, 1943.—4 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., 
Hon. A.R.1.B.A., etc. 

Section 8.—This section provides for the 
interim protection of trees and woodlands. 
By means of an ‘“‘interim preservation 
order’’ an interim development authority 
may: (a) subject to any exemptions 
already dealt with by the order; prohibit 
the cutting down, topping, lopping or wil- 
ful destruction of trees except by previous, 
consent of the authority; (6) secure the 
replanting of any part of a woodland area 
which is felled in the course of forestry 
operations. 

An interim preservation order does not 
take effect until it has been approved by 
the Minister. Any person aggrieved under 
the order may appeal to the Minister ; 
when the authority, upon refusal of any 
consent, or the giving of consent subject 
to conditions, may make a contribution 
towards any damage or expense suffered 
by reason of such decisions. Compensation 
for injurious affection payable under the 
principal Act is also to include compensa- 
tion in respect of any additional injurious 
affection of the property by the coming 
into operation of an interim preservation 
order. 

Section 9.—Provisions are made which 
empower joint committees set up under 
the interim development order to permit 
the development of land in accordance 
with the terms of the order. 

Section 10.—After the commencement 
of the new Act (July 22, 1943), no agree- 
ment made for restricting the planning, 
development, or use.of any land is to have 
effect unless it has been approved by the 
Minister. 

Section 11.—Any power of the Minister 
to make an order under the Acts of 1932 
and 1943 includes the power to revoke or 
vary that order by a subsequent order. 

In future, all interim . development 
orders are first to be laid before Parlia- 
ment, 

Section 12.—This section specially pro- 
vides that when an interim development 
application made to the. London County 
Council is referred. to the Minister for 
decision, .and the; application is of the 
kind of which notice is to be given to the 
council of .a. metropolitan borough (see 
Section 50 of the principal | Act), the 
notice; if not already given, shall-be given 
on the application being referred to the 
Minister; and the Minister is to take into 
account any representations made to the 
London County Council by the council of 
the borough when he considers the appli- 
cation. 

Section 13.—This section (which see) 
details certain constructions, and the 
applications of provisions in the principal 
Act to the new Act. 

Section 14.—This section gives the 
meaning under the Act of certain expres- 
sions, all of which have already been 
dealt with in these articles. All other 
terminology used in the new Act has the 
same meaning as in the principal Act. 

Section 15.—The title is given herein 
and the citation of the two Acts (see 
Article 3). 

The new Act does not extend to Scot- 
land or Northern Ireland, 

First Schedule.—This has already been 
referred to (see Article 3). 

Second Schedule.—Certain words of Sec- 
tions 4 and 10 of the principal Act are 
repéaled (which see).

In his. (counsel’s) 
bmission the loophole which defendant 
pught he had found in the regulations 
H not exist. The point was whether in 
viding that building into separate flats 
was carrying out an operation of re- 
nstruction. 
t was in January, 1942, that, defen- 
nt’s company having purchased the 
bperty consisting of a house and stables. 
endant called at the Ministry’s Regional 
ice, and there saw the Assistant 
pensing Officer, Mr. Vigor, and put to 
n the proposal which he (counsel) had 
ined. He asked if it would not be

” assessment and be able to spend 
M0 on each flat so created.

0. The officer was spmewhat puzzled 
the intricacies of the regulations, and 
advised defendant to make application 
a building licence. 
pplication for a licence was duly :nade 
anuary 9, but no mention was made 
the stables. The application only 
rred to ‘‘The Summit.’’ Defendant 
e his reason for the application as being 
ng accommodation to people bombed 
He said he proposed to convert the 
@ floors of the house and the basement 
self-contained flats at a cost of £450. 
endant was informed that no licence 
d be granted, as the work was not 
tded as essential. On February 4 
ndant wrote protesting against the 
sion, and enclosed a letter from a 
l house agent which stated that there 
&@ demand for such accommodation. 
letter was passed to another official, 
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and on it being considered by a further 
official the appeal was rejected. 

On April 30 an official of the Ministry 
wag passing the site and saw that work 
was proceeding at the stables. He saw 
defendant and asked him what was hap- 
pening. As a result of that conversation 
an inspection was made of the work done. 
The official saw that already £100 had 
been spent on the stables and £70 on the 
house. 

On May 9 a letter was sent, to defen- 
dant asking that the Ministry might be 
furnished with a detailed statement of 
the cost of the work and materials. 
Eventually defendant sent in a statement 
which showed an expenditure of £118 on 
the. stables, and that £78 would be 
required to be spent to complete the work. 
By his own admission defendant was in 
fault so far as the stables were concerned, 
and the only explanation was that he had 
made a miscalculation. 

Regarding ‘“‘ The Summit,’ defendant 
said that £36 had been spent and that 
£63 would have to be expended to com- 
plete the separation of the house into flats, 
and another £280 after the separation. 
Defendant was still hunting the hare that, 
he would be able to spend a further £100 
on each of the flats. In June a Ministry 
official inspected the site and came to the 
opinion that £160 had been spent on the 
stables, and that £120 would be required 
to complete the work. So far as the 
house was concerned, the official was of 
the opinion that less than £100 had been 
spent up to date, but that the figure was 
much higher than £36. Another letter 
was received from defendant on July 27. 
but in the meantime building was going 
on slowly. On October 30 the quantity 
surveyor went to see defendant on the site, 
and defendant then said he had now 
received his Schedule ‘‘A’’ assessment 
and was entitled to proceed. The surveyor 
measured up the work and came to the 
conclusion that at that time £205 had 
been expended, with an additional £15 
worth of material on the site, and that the 
work had been more or less completed. 
The work on the house was then proceed- 
ing, and the surveyor came to the con- 
clusion that up to that time £160 had 
been spent. 

Thomas Gordon Champkins, of the 
Ridgeway, Southborough, formerly 
Regional Licensing Officer, in evidence, 
referred to the interviews he had with 
defendant. He said that defendant showed 
a spirit of annoyance with the Ministry 
for taking the view that the work was not 
essential. : 

Replying to Mr. Lawton, -witness siid 
that when he saw defendant early on it 
was possible that he told him that his 
interpretation of the regulation might be 
a correct one. 

Mr. Lawton : And having acted on that 
he now finds himself prosecuted ? 

Witness: I gave him due warning at 
the time by advising him not to proceed 
with the work unless he had a licence. 

Other evidence having been given, Mr. 
Lawton, for the defence, submitted that 
he had no case to answer, and that 
defendant should not be asked to stand 
his trial on the evidence before the Court, 
assuming for the purpose of his submission 
that everything in the evidence of the 
prosecution was true. The prosecution had 
not proved that there was ‘‘ an operation ”’ 
within the meaning of paragraph 2 of 
Regulation 56a. 

After a short retirement the Chairman 
said the magistrates were of the opinion 
that a prima facie case had been estab- 
lished. 

Defendant was accordingly committed 
for trial at the Quarter Sessions on 
October 14. 
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REGISTRATION OF 
BUILDERS 


THE PRESENT POSITION: AN 
OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


In view of the fact that a number of 
new companies to carry out building and 
ancillary trades have recently been re- 
gistered at Somerset House, we have 
addressed to the Ministry of Works the 
following questions :— 


1. May further firms now be registered 
under Defence Regulation 56 AB? 

2. What is the position of those firms 
who appear weekly in the Somerset House 
records as having formed themselves into 
building companies? 

3. Whether the Ministry of Works is in- 
terested in qualitative registration ? 

4, Whether it is proposed to continue 
the Registrar’s department after the war 
or whether the responsibility for admission 
to the Register will revert to the building 
industry ? 


The Ministry’s; Reply, 

Following is the official reply :— 

The ee of builders was carried 
out in September, 1941, under Defence 
Regulation 56 AB as a war-time measure, 
the principal object being to ascertain the 
number and distribution of builders actu- 
ally in existence. Since that time it has 
been the policy of the Department not to 
register any new firms or individuals that 
were not operating as building firms or 
principals prior to October 1, 1941. Any 
firm that changes ownership has to re- 
register, and any firm or individual not 
registered which carries out any building 
or civil engineering work in the course of 
an undertaking carried on by them is act- 
ing illegally. 

_ The possibility of continuance of registra- 
tion after the war has been referred to in 
the Government White Paper on Training 
for the Building Industry in the following 
terms: ‘‘ The Government would favour 
the adoption by the building industry of 
measures for a guaranteed period of em- 
ployment, and if requested would consider 
favourably the continuance at least during 
the immediate post-war period of the pre- 
sent statutory provisions controlling re- 
gistered building and civil engineering con- 
tracting undertakings, which require all 
such undertakings to observe the terms 
and conditions of employment agreed in 
the industry.” But the whole matter, in- 
cluding the question whether qualitative 
or quantitative criterig would be appropri- 
ate in regard to registration of ten is 
understood to be under consideration by 
the Employers’ organisations in the in- 
dustry. No representations on this subject 
have yet been made to the Department. 

With regard to the fourth question, the 
position is that there was no register in 
the building industry uniil established by 
the Government, so that responsibility for 
registration cannot revert to anyone. The 
seam scheme is provided for under the 

efence Regulation and would, of course, 
terminate with the repeal of the emergency 
legislation, unless continued under other 
statutory authority. 

It has been our understanding that the 
policy of registration has had the universal 
approval of employers’ and operat’ves’ 
organisations.

STATION.” 


General. 

Since the war there has been a Con- 
siderable revival of interest in the possi- 
bilities of sawdust-cement products for a 
number of different applications in build- 
ing. The material has been used in the 
past from time to time and has usually 

iven rise to failures. Without some 

nowledge of the reason for these failures 
they are almost certain to recur in an 

present or future use. On the other hand, 
many of the properties of sawdust-cement 
mixes are promising, and the starting 
materials are all in good supply. If, there- 
fore, the conditions which give rise to 
failures can be circumvented, there is 
every reason to suppose that a valuable 
addition to available building materials 
can be made. : 

A study of sawdust-cement was made at 
the Building Research Station as far back 
as 1925, and from then onwards isolated 
tests were made. A further investi- 
gation has been carried out at the 
Station during the last two years. The 
data which have been obtained and the 
conclusions which have been drawn are 
summarised in the present note, in a form 
which it is hoped will give guidance to 
manufacturers and users. 

Nature and Properties of Sawdust- 
Cement. 

Sawdust-cement can be looked upon as 
being intermediate between a lightweight 
concrete on the one hand and timber on 
the other. As the name implies, it is 
made, basically, by mixing sawdust, Port- 
land cement and water, and forming the 

lastic mix into the shape desired, usually 
by casting in moulds. The properties of 
the set product can be made to vary, 
chiefly by varying the pecs of cement 
to sawdust, although some additional 
variation can be obtained by altering the 
proportion of mixing water, or by varying 
the amount of tamping, as with other con- 
crete products. : 

The practical range of proportions of 
cement : sawdust is from 1: 1 to about 1:5 
by volume. At the 1:1 end of the scale 
the products weigh about 100 Ib. /cu. ft., 
and at the other end about 40 lb./cu. ft. 
The strength of the set product is reduced 
progressively as the sawdust proportion is 
increased, but is on the whole higher than 
that of other lightweight concretes at 
equivalent weights. A characteristic 
feature is that the ratio of transverse to 
compressive strength is higher than that 
of normal concrete products. 

The lean mixes can be cut and nailed 
easily. At the richer end of the range— 
i.e., richer than about 1:2 cement : saw- 
dust by volume—a point is reached at 
which the mixes can be nailed during their 
early life but refuse nails after maturing 
and hardening. 

The therma] insulation value of the 
material is not quite equal to that of other 
lightweight concretes when compared at 
equal weights per cu. ft. Another differ- 
ence is that the rate of loss of water during 
maturing seems to be slower than that of 
other types of concrete ; similarly, complete 
saturation of the dry product is attained 
more slowly than with other lightweight 
concretes. 

The property which represents the major 
disadvantage of sawdust-cement is that of 
a very high shrinkage on drying and ex- 
pansion on ‘rewetting, the order of values 
being some ten times as great as that of

other lightweight concretes:; Another 
major practical difficulty is that of secur- 
ing uniformity of properties from one mix 
to the next. These two difficulties seem 
to have been tlie cause of nearly all the 
failures which have arisen in the past, and 
are therefore considered in greater detail 
in the sections which follow. 


Shrinkage and Expansion of Sawdust- 
Cement Products. 

All products which are made with 
Portland cement shrink on drying and ex- 
em on rewetting. This feature is well 

nown, but with normal concrete products 
the movement is, in fact, small (in the 
range of, say, 0.01-0.1 per cent.), and it is 
not difficult in most cases to take simple 
precautions to avoid troubles from move- 
ments which may take place through alter- 
nate drying and wetting cycles. The move- 
ment is caused mainly. by the Portland 
cement itself, and tends to be greater in 
magnitude as the proportion of cement in 
the mix is increased. In sawdust-cement 
mixes, however, the movement is caused 
both by the sawdust and the cement. The 
contribution of the former seems to be 
greater than that of the latter, so that the 
movement becomes Jess as the proportion 
of cement is increased, and would, of 
course, ultimately be reduced to that of 
the cement alone as the sawdust is reduced 
to nothing, while in ordinary concrete the 
movement would be increased to that of 
the cement alone as the aggregate is re- 
duced to nothing. 

The movement is not readily restrained, 
nor is it accommodated by creep. The 
result is that precast units fixed with 
mortar joints or by other rigid fixing 
methods tend either. to open at the joints 
or to crack. In addition, they may warp 
or become concave on the face which is 
drying. Jointless floor surfacings in mixes 
of this type have frequently shown lifting 
or cracking from this cause, and cracked 
walls or opened joints have also been com- 
mon. When attempts are made to rein- 
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force the material either with timber F 
steel there has also been a. tendency {, 
cracks to develop at regular intery,| 
either along or across the reinforcement 

When the movement is examined in ¢, 
tail in the laboratory it is found that ¢) 
reversible movement from dry to wet an 
back to dry again (the latter by heatiy 
in an oven at 122 deg.

If 4 
saturated material is allowed to dry simp 
by storing in an atmosphere at 65 de 
Fahr. and 65 per cent. relative humidij 
much the same behaviour takes plac 
except that the total movement is sm; 
because at the final equilibrium more wa 
is left in the product than when it is dri 
at 122 deg, Fahr. A composition whit 
has attained equilibrium at, say, 65 dg 
Fahr. and 65 per cent. relative humiij 
will expand if placed in air at a humid 
of 90 per cent. and a temperature of 65 dg 
Fahr., or will contract if placed in air 
40 per cent. relative humidity and 66 dd 
Fahr. The extent of this movement 
about 0.1 per cent. in either direction { 
1:2 or1:3 mixes. 

A number of useful deductions can 
made from the above. In making ap 
cast unit it is best to keep the proporti 
of cement : sawdust as high as possil 
because this reduces the natural total p 
sible movement, It also has the effect 
increasing both the strength and wei 
and reducing nailability, the latter { 
factors usually determining the extent 
which the sawdust. content can be redu 
After casting, the product needs care 
maturing, the last stages preferably bei 
in the open, but under cover, or in 
open. shed. Even ventilation round { 
product will tend to prevent uneven d 
ing from one side, and hence tend to } 
vent warping.. The final matured prod 
will be in a moisture condition roug 
equivalent to that to which it will bes 
jected in use and the opportunity for la 
movements to occur will be very much 
duced. A maturing period of four 
weeks may be required. 

In effect, the treatment has some 
semblance to that which would be gi 
timber and is applied for much the s 
reason. Unfortunately, the residual mq 
ments which can take place are still 
great to enable the final product to beu 
in all the situations in which a cond 
product could be used. One other pred 
tion which can be added is to waterp 
by painting or by covering with a tat 
bitumen when the units have been b 
into the structure. This method has } 
tried for temporary structures, so far 
known with reasonable success; it w 
also be the obvious one to apply to: 
dust-cement used as a timber substi 
for shelving and the like, while a modi 
tion of the method has been used suc 
fully for precast flooring blocks. 

There is, however, am alternative ¥ 
seems to give most promise and has alré 
been used successfully; that is to dq 
the method of fixing so that the units 
allowed some freedom of movement.

| coring mixes present special features 
an are treated in a separate section. The 
use of sawdust-cement as a rendering or 
pla .ering mix cannot be recommended be- 
cause the high drying shrinkage would 
mae it almost impossible to guarantee 
frec om from cracking. 

lastly, it may be noted that the obvious 
metiod of trying to pre-treat the sawdust 
to :nodify it so that its shrinkage and ex- 
pansion features are neutralised has not 
yet been found a successful solution. Pre- 
treatment is usually necessary, but for 
other reasons, such as are discussed in the 
nexi section. 


Uniformity of Sawdust-Cement Products. 

Systematic examination of manufactured 
sawdust-cement products has often shown 
a disturbing absence of uniformity in 
weight per cu. ft. and in the strength of 
the material. . Another not uncommon 
feaiure is the failure of a batch to set or 
for a batch to be slow in hardening. 

Absence of uniformity may be caused 
sometimes by faulty technique. The pre- 
cast products are usually made by hand 
rather than by machine, and there is a ten- 
dency to prepare mixes at too wet a con- 
sistence, without very much control over 
proportioning and placing. For a given 
proportion of cement to sawdust, there is 
an optimum water content at which the 
strength is a maximum; with wetter mixes 
the strength falls off rapidly, while the 
shrinkage movements also increase. With 
the very wet mixes which are sometimes 
used consolidation in the mould is also im- 
possible, all these factors increasing the 
chances of variation from one cast to the 
next. 

However, a further factor is superim- 
posed on all these, that of the influence 
of the sawdust on the cement. Investiga- 
‘tions, both at the Building Research 
Station and elsewhere, have shown that all 
sawdusts contain substances which affect 
the setting and hardening of cement. The 
extent of the deleterious effect varies with 
the type of wood; with some the effect is 
sma!| enough to be ignored; with others 
it is sufficiently harmful to inhibit setting 
and strength development altogether. Un- 
fortunately, since sawdust is a by-product, 
it is only in rare cases that a batch is not 
a mixture from various woods, and conse- 
quently there may be considerable varia- 
tion in results from mix to mix unless 
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suitable precautions are taken to overcome 
the deleterious effects. 

These precautions take the form of a 
pre-treatment of the sawdust or of an ad- 
dition to the cement-sawdust mix, and 
there are numerous patents covering in- 
ventions to this end. The Station’s in- 
vestigations have shown that spruce, Scots 
pine and poplar sawdusts have sufficiently 
small an effect to be able to use them with- 
out pre-treatment. However, improved 
results, evidenced by an increase in 
strength, are obtained by adding a pro- 
portion of hydrated lime to the cement- 
sawdust mix. The proportion is not 
critical, but optimum results are obtained 
with additions of between 4-4 volume per 
1 volume of Portland cement, no advan- 
tage being gained in going beyond this 
quantity. It must be emphasised that the 
addition is not simply one to improve work- 
ability, as would be the case with a cement- 
sand mortar, but is in fact one bringing 
about an improvement in setting and 
strength development. Birch and elm 
sawdusts give poor results with cement 
alone, but when the lime addition is made 
the deleterious effects are largely over- 
come. On the other hand, larch, Douglas 
fir, beech, ash, oak and Western red cedar 
sawdusts all have very markedly dele- 
terious effects, and the effect is not over- 
come by making a lime addition to the 
mix. A more complicated pre-treatment 
is required for these. 

As a practical point, batches of mixed 
softwood sawdusts at the present time are 
usually sufficiently well treated by the 
lime addition method. The main source 
of trouble seems likely to be in the quan- 
tity of larch sawdust which may be pre- 
sent. For those relying on outside sources 
for supplies of sawdust, the simplest 
method is probably to seek a supply of 
mixed softwood sawdust with the minimum 
amount of larch in it and to carry out a 
simple check test on each batch, the test 
being that of making a trial mix to ob- 
serve that it sets and hardens satisfac- 
torily. If it does not do so, it is probably 
simpler to reject the batch and secure an 
alternative one rather than té put in hand 
a pre-treatment method, in view of the 
cheapness of the material.

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However, there are cases where a manu- 
facturer may wish to make use of sawdust 
which is unsuitable without pre-treatment. 
The available patents cover a wide variety 
of methods with which it is outside the 
scope of this note to deal. One difficulty 
is to find a method which is equally effec- 
tive with all sawdusts. A method found 
by the Building Research Station to apply 
to all sawdusts is as follows :— 

The sawdust is immersed in_ boiling 
water for 10 minutes, then washed freely 
with water. It is then again immersed 
in a water, the latter this time con- 
taining 2 per cent. dissolved ferrous sul- 
phate, removed and again washed freely, 
and then allowed to drain. Sawdusts with 
high tannin contents become blackened 
under the treatment through the precipi- 
tation of a ferric tannate on them. The 
lime addition to the mix with Portland 
cement can be used with advantage with 
sawdust treated in this way. The method 
has been made the subject of a patent ap- 
plication, details of which may be obtained 
by application to the Station. 

Summarising this section, therefore, 
some care must be taken before uniformity 
in sawdust-cement mixes can be obtained. 
Precautions must be taken about the saws 
dust itself, in the manner outlined above, 
to avoid deleterious action with the cement, 
and at least as much care must be taken 
in control] in proportioning, placing, etc., 
as is customary with other concrete pro- 
ducts. 


Manufacture of Precast Products. 

Much of the information already given 
is directly applicable to’ the manufacture 
of precast products, but it may be helpful 
to bring the points together with others 
in a brief summary. The products are 
usually made by hand in wooden: moulds. 
Cement : sawdust proportions of from 1 : 3- 
1:2 represent probably the most useful 
range, giving products weighing 60-80 lb. / 
cu. ft., which are nailable, -having crush- 
ing strengths of 600-2,000 Ib./sq. in. and 
transverse strengths in the range -400- 
750 lb. /sq. in, at 28 days, with a thermal 
conductivity of about 2.0 B.Th.U.s, ete. 
For special cases—e.g., where lighter pro- 
ducts or those having somewhat better in- 
sulating value are required—mixes of 1 : 4 
or 1:5 may be used, but have then re- 
duced strength and higher shrinkage and 
expansion movements. Calcium chloride 
can be used, as with other concrete pro- 
ducts, to accelerate setting and early har- 
dening. It should be dissolved in the 
mixing water before the latter is added. 
The quantity required for effective use 
may be a little higher than normal, say, 
2-5 per cent. by weight of the cement 
content, but an excessive amount should 
be avoided. 

Care must be taken over the selection 
and treatment of the sawdust and the 
normal precautions over control in manu- 
facture must be exercised. After casting, 
adequate maturing is essential, the final 
maturing being preferably under cover. 

With all these precautions, it is still 
necessary to make an experimental trial of 
the shape and size of the unit to be made. 
The properties of the material and the 
nature of present-day requirements lead 
naturally to attempts towards making 
large units. Despite all these precautions, 
however, it seems to be the case that in 
practice warping or cracking during matur- 
ing may still occur with some shapes. 
While it is possible to give a very rough 
guide from past experience of shapes which 
have not been successful, it is not possible 
at present to give definite rules which can 
be followed in designing new shapes. 

The question of control during manufac- 
ture is discussed in a later section under 
** Specification.”’

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SPECIAL REPAIR SERVICE 
NEED FOR RECRUITS. 


WE have received from the Ministry of 
Works copies of two leaflets which will 
shortly be available in Emp!oyment Ex- 
changes throughout Great Britain in con- 
nection with the strengthening of the 
Special Repair Service to which Mr. 
George Hicks, M.P., referred in the House 
of Commons on July 23, when he said : 
‘There are still vacancies for building 
trade operatives who are willing to join 
the flying squad.” 

The first leaflet is a brief outline of the 
work of the Special Repair Service and 
an invitation to operatives to join (illus- 
trated); the second is a full statement of 
the conditions of service, and reads as 
follows .:— 

Recruits are now needed for the Special 
Repair Service. 

These are the specialists who turn their 
hands to any work in an emergency. 
They are the men who go anywhere in 
Great Britain to speed up work on air- 
fields, factories and hostels, the repair of 
bomb-damaged houses for the workers. 
They help to recover badly needed steel. 
They are the first on the scene of any new 
job—putting up camps for the main labour 
force. They often, live in Flying Squad 
vehicles while building homes for others. 

Now an increase in the size of this 
picked body of men, craftsmen and 
labourers, is urgently required. Only keen 
experienced men who are anxious to do 
that little bit extra to win the war are 
wanted. 

The activities of the Special Repair Ser- 
vice are controlled by the Ministry of 
Works. Sometimes they work directly for 
the Ministry, sometimes they are loaned 
to work for a contractor. At all times 
they have special conditions of employ- 
ment. 

The S.R.S. has a special welfare section 
with trained staff to look after the feedinz, 
housing and other welfare problems of the 
S.R.S. men. 


The Men of the Special Repair Service 
Gets 2.40 
EssentiaL Work ORrper. 

The men of the Special Repair Service 
are enrolled in the Register of Building 
Volunteers, under the Essential Work 
(Building and. Civil Engineering) Order, 
1942. and are recruited as such through 
the Ministry of Labour and National Ser- 
vice. They have the benefits and obliga- 
tions of that Order even if the site on 
which they work is not itself scheduled 
under the Order. 

A Year’s Work. 

The men of the Special Repair Service 
sign on for a year. At any time after 
nine months they can give three months’ 
notice, which will take effect automatic- 
ally. But, providing they can get’ per- 
mission from a National Service Officer, 
they can, like other scheduled workers, 
give a week’s notice at any time. 
Similarly, after giving seven days’ notice, 
the Ministry of Labour may remove them 
from the Register. 

GUARANTEED WAGES. 

A minimum of 44 hours a week at plain 
time rates; or when on payment by 
results a minimum of eight hours a day 
(four hours on Saturday) so long as they 
are capable of and availiable for work 
during normal working hours. 

By the nature of the work there are 
ample opportunities for earning overtime. 

During any interval between jobs they 
get their guaranteed wages. 

Rates or Pay. 

The minimum wage rate is the Grade A 

rate for the man’s trade or occupation. 
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Men entitled to get the current super-grade 
rates because they have permanent homes 
in London and Liverpool carry them 
wherever they are working. 

Workers recruited in Scotland get 
Grade A rates as in force in Scotland. 
Fares AND TRAVELLING TIME. 

When first taking up employment with 
the Special Repair Service the recruit is 
issued with a travel warrant, and travel- 
ling time to that job will be paid. There- 
after, when transferred from one job to 
another he will be issued with a travel 
warrant and travelling time will be paid 
at plain time rates. 

LopGING ALLOWANCES. 

When the job is under the Uniformity 
Agreement, a lodging allowance of 3s. 6d. 
per night is paid, if the men are entitled 
to it under the Ministry of Labour rules; 
otherwise a_ settling-in grant under the 
Ministry of Labour scheme is paid. 

If the job is not under the Uniformity 
Agreement, the subsistence allowance laid 
down by the National Working Rules of 
the Building Industry is paid. 

Free Fares Home. 

At the end of every eight weeks away 
from home the men of the Special Repair 
Service are entitled to a return railway 
warrant to spead two nights at home. 
This includes the Sunday night, and if a 
man travels back on the first train avail- 
able on Monday he does not lose his 
guarantee of wages for the rest of the 
week. When on a Uniformity Agreement 
job, no travelling time is given for these 
journeys; but when on a job under the 
National Working Rules, working time 
lost on the return journey is paid for at 
plain time rates.

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given for annual holidays or statutory 
holidays—one of the normal eight-weely 
travel warrants can be used at these times, 
Extra Houipays with Pay. 

A member of the Special Repair Service 
gets one day’s holiday at full trade rates 
for every six weeks of work. Usually 
men have to save up these holidays until 
they have been enrolled for six months. 

The Special Repair Service has heen 
brought into the Building Industry boli- 
days-with-pay scheme, which provides for 
the payment by employers of weekly con- 
tributions which are paid out in the fol- 
lowing year as holiday credits. For the 
year from April 1, 1943, the Ministry of 
Works will accordingly pay the contr bu- 
tions and stamp the holiday cards as re- 
quired under that scheme, as well as al!ow- 
ing one day’s holiday for each six weeks 
of work. Each year thereafter the 
Ministry of Works will pay the contr bu- 
tions and the men will have the cre lits 
due to them under the Industry’s sch-me 
made up to the rate of one day at ‘ull 
pay for every six weeks’ work. At ®ny 
time they leave the Special Repair Service 
they will be able to take with them holi- 
day cards staniped up to date. 

SrcKNESS ALLOWANCES. 

After three months of work in ‘he 
Special Repair Service a man is entitled 
to have his National Health Insurance 
benefit or Workmen’s Compensation pay- 
ment made up to the guaranteed wage. 
This benefit does not apply for more than 
four weeks in any one year. 

Catt up For Miitary SERVICE. 

The fact that the men are serving the 
country on vitally important work and 
under Ministry of Works orders is taken 
into account when deciding the order of 
call up of building workers for military 
service. 


The Men of the Special Repair Service 
Promise . . . 

To go anywhere in Great Britain. 

To turn their hands to any work they 
can reasonably be asked to do when work 
in their own trades is not available. 

To work on a payment by results basis 
where this is operating. 


How to Join. 

You may apply to join the Special 
Repair Service if you were born before 
1910 (or were born in 1919 or after and are 
unfit for military service) and you have 
had previous experience in the Building 
Industry. 

Your application form, B.V.1, can be 
obtained from any Ministry of Labour Em- 
ployment Exchange. When you have filled 
in the form, the Ministry of Labour will 
consult your employer and your Trade 
Union, if you have one. The Ministry of 
Labour will tell you if you are accepted, 
and then the Ministry of Works will send 
you to your first job. You will get the 
benefits of the scheme as soon as you are 
sent to your first job.

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REGISTERED HOUSE- 
BUILDERS 
ASSOCIATION’S NEW PLANS. 


A speciaL general meeting of the 
National Association of Registered House- 
Builders (known as the “‘ N.A.R.B.”’) was 
held in London on September 2, when the 
new. constitution, revised to meet post- 
war conditions, was adopted. - : 

In a progress report from the Counci 
it was stated that tt had been decided to 
form, under the constitution of the Asso- 
ciation, a London and Southern Division 
of the ‘‘ N.A.R.B.,” and that a substan- 
tial increase of the membership had re- 
sulted in consequence. There are now 
three divisions centred on Manchester 
(Northern), Coventry (Midland), and 
London (South-Eastern). 

Hitherto (it appears from the Report) 
it had been felt to be a weakness of the 
‘‘N,A.R.B.” that, while it represented 
the best and most progressive elements in 
the house-building industry, its. member- 
ship relatively to the total number of 
house builders in the country was small. 
(The term ‘ Registered’? as applied to 
house builders must not be confused with 
the registration of building employers by 
the Ministry of Works. under ; 
56AB; the latter is a mere counting of 
heads, whereas the ‘term “‘ Registered 
House-Builder’’ indicates a firm which 
has undertaken to build no houses what- 
ever that do not conform to the standards 
prescribed by the National House- 
Builders’ Registration Council, a body 
approved by the Ministry of Health, and 
to permit the inspectors of that body to 
inspect their houses at all stages of con- 
struction with a view to certifying that 

they comply with the Government- 
approved specification. As the Registra- 
tion Council undertakes to indemnify 
against loss any person who may suffer 
by reason that a house which the Council 
has certified may later be found not to 
comply with the approved specification, 
the certificate of that body is no mere 
scrap of paper.) 

The relative smallness in numbers of the 
membership of ‘‘ N.A.R.B.,’’ the Report 
pointed out, was more an apparent than 
a real weakness. Very few trade organisa- 
tions approach anything like 100 per cent. 
membership. Even the Trade Union Con- 
gress represented in normal times only 
about 36 per cent. of the working men of 
the country—nevertheless the T.U.C. was 
everywhere accepted as the mouthpiece of 
labour. It was quite right that it should 
be so regarded, because it was only 
through its organisations that labour (or, 
for that matter, the employer element) 
could make itself articulate. 

The . Association has hitherto hesitated 
to make representations to Government 
Departments upon such matters as the 
Scott and Uthwatt Reports, War Damage 
Contributions, ‘and other subjects affect- 
ing or likely to affect the interests of 
house-builders, though they have kept in 
close touch with the various Ministries 
and have thus been kept informed in 
regard to Government policy in all mat- 
ters relating to housing. The Association 
has now appointed six ad hoc Committees 
charged with the duty of considering and 
reporting upon the following subjects, 
namely :— 

A. Barlow, Uthwatt, Scott, and Bever- 
idge Reports, and their bearing upon the 
provision of houses by private enterprise. 

B. War-time developments in prefabri- 
cation and preassembly of parts and their 
possible application to house building. 

C. Building costs; steps necessary to 
reduce inflated war-time costs to economic

level, particularly with a view to post- 
war building: 

D. War-time building; lessons to be 
lpogned from extended Government .con- 
trol. 

E. Immediate post-war housing policy ; 
availability of subsidies to private enter- 
prise equally with local authorities; steps 
necessary to counter extension of wasteful 
direct. labour activities. ; 

F. Collaboration with building societies 
on all matters of mutual interest. 

All of these various Committees will 
report to the Council, and it is hoped 
that within a relatively short space of 
time the Council will be able to evolve a 
policy which can be adopted as the policy 
of the Association. Then, without waiting 
for the Government to interfere in the 
affairs of -the industry and extend its 
direction and control of the industry, the 
Association (adds the Report) will be able 
to take such steps in Parliament, in the 
Press, and in the areas of all Local 
Authorities throughout the country as will 
obtain for private enterprise a fair field 
for their activities. 


Fusion Welding of Wrought Aluminium 


lovs. 

Although aluminium has been welded 
successfully for some 40 years, there are 
still a great many in industry who are 
not familiar with the technique required 
for fusion welding of aluminium, whilst 
even less is known about the welding of 
the alloys. A booklet issued by the 
Wrought Light Alloys Development 
Association deals first of all with the 
underlying reasons for the various diffi- 
culties encountered by operators inex- 
ape ee in the welding of aluminium. 

or example, the reasons for the difficulty 
of seeing exactly when fusion takes place, 
and the necessity for using flux mixtures 
of a certain type are explained. Then 
the Bulletin describes how the character- 
istics of the metal affect the welding pro- 
cedure required for each of the fusion 
processes. A table is included summaris- 
ing processes recommended for each type 
of aluminium alloy. In addition to full 
descriptions of the oxy-acetylene and 
other oxy-gas methods, details are given 
of the metallic arc process, as well as 
several other processes not hitherto 
described in publications of this nature, 
such as.the Weibel and Technotherm 
methods. The booklet, very fully illus- 
trated with both’ photographs and 
diagrams, may be obtained from _ 63, 
Temple-row, Birmingham 2.

MERGER 


Tue Abbey Road Building Society anq 
the National Building Society announce 
that. they have decided to recommend to 
their members that the two Societies should 
unite and form one Society to be known 
at the outset as Abbey National Buildi 
Society. The union would result in to 
assets exceeding £80,000,000 (Abbey Road 
over £48,000,000 and National over

£5,800,000. It is claimed that the great 
financial resources of the united Society, 
wisely handled in the light of the com- 
bined experience and technical knowledge 
at its disposal, could not fail to make a 
far-reaching contribution ‘to the efficiency 
and speed with which the post-war hous 
ing problem can be met. 

Members would receive direct benefit by 
the increased security for their invest. 
ments due to the even wider distribution 
than at present of mortgaged properties 
throughout Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, by the increase of liquid funds 
available to meet their requirements and 
by the extension of the already consider. 
able facilities given ‘by each Society for 
investment, withdrawals, payments of. in- 
stalments on mortgages and other business, 
The fusion, todo, would make possible im- 
portant economies both in general adminis- 
tration and by the amalgamation of 
branches. 

It is proposed that the board of manage- 
ment of the united Society should consist 
of the present directors of the Abbey Road 
and National Societies, The Rt.

“TIME AND LINE ”’ 


In the recent debate on the building 
industry in the House of Commons, an 
M.P. referred to the ‘‘ Time and Line” 
system of tendering. We have received 
requests from readers for further infor- 
mation on this system, and Mr. R. 
Coppock, general secretary of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives, 
has kindly supplied the following notes :— 

“** Time and line’ is a trade term used 
in some districts to denote a form of tender- 
ing. In the North of England it is re- 
garded as a form of piecework, the con- 
tractor being supplied with all the 
materials while he engages. the labour. 
The system was adopted in the North in 
the past, and created objection because of 
its piecework basis. No measurements 
were taken, and tendering largely involved 
guesswork, The time reckoned to be spent 
on the work was taken into consideration 
in the fixation of costs. No contract was 
entered into other than by what was 
known as the ‘ grip’ method—that is, by 
means of a handshake, » No»prices or under- 
takings were fe and.no schedules fixed, 
and few people could estimate the amount 
of material likely to be used. There was 
just a formal calculation of time. The 
system was also known in the North as 
‘lump work.’ ”’
